HERE can hardly be any thing new 
or striking to say on this subject, 
Surely it cannot be necessary to again 
quote statistics showing its prevalence 
and the alarming percentage it main- 
tains in the mortuary records. All this 
is too familiar to need repetition, 


Notwithstanding the researches that 


have added so much to our knowledge 
ef its etiology and the methods by 
which it is communicated, the number 
of its victims steadily increases, and it 
baffles treatment to nearly if net quite 
as great extent as ever. Announce- 
ments of a new and successful treat- 
ment have not been wanting, some from 
very respectable seurces; but none of 
them have stood the test of time. Every 
physician must still endure the dis- 
heartening consciousness that ihe re- 


sources of his art are powerless against 


this common scourge, even when it has 


fastened itself upon a friend or a rela- 


tion. 
The laity, with a patience and confi- 


dence hard to account for, indulge the — 
hope that a successful treatment will | 


yet be devised. It hardly seems reason- 


able to believe that mankind must al- 


ways beat the mercy of sucha destroyer. 


The call for relief is urgent and wide- 
spread, and it is impossible that efforts | 


to secure it can be relaxed until at least a 


measure of success is realized. In just 


what way this is most iikely to be 
accomplished is not easy to predict. 
Several working theories have been 


suggested, none of which, unfertun- 


ately, seem entirely practicable. 
The California State Board of Health 


has recently raised the question of at- 


tempting to maintain a quarantine 
against consumptives entering the 
State. Much as we may desire to see 
something done, there are many rea- 
sons to doubt if this measure can be 
made effective. The contagious nature 
of the disease may be considered an 
established fact. It follows, of course, 
that it is desirable to limit exposure as 
far as possible. The methods and the 
extent to which this can be done con- 
stitutes an important problem for soci- 
ologists and humanitarians, One thing 
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that readily occurs to us as likely to 


complicate matters in attempting quar- 


antine is the fact that in the incipient 
stages of phthisis absolute diagnosis is 
not easy. Many in the incipient stage 
are unconscious of it, and they would 
have no difficulty in securing excellent 
medical certificates of exemption. 


Such a measure must also, to be ef- — 


fective, be supplemented by some ef- 
fective means of isolating cases already 
within the borders of the State. Shall 
every town maintain one or more pest- 
houses for consumptives, and pursue 
the same relentless course as is now 
taken with smallpox? Even if publie 
opinion were educated up to this point, 


would not the herding together of 


many victims, some of whom would be 


jin the last stages, greatly aggravate 
the virulence of the disease and preju- 


dice the chances of recovery in the more 


hopeful cases? The depression that 


would necessarily attend any such meas- 
ure would excite the sympathy of 


friends to a degree past endurance. In 


view of all the contingencies and diffi- 
culties it is not probable that the pres- 
ent agitation of the question of a State 
quarantine will amount to anything 
practical. 

The great importance of heredity in 


connection with the prevalence of con- 


sumption has long been familiar know!l- 
edge. The offspring of consumptive 
parents often lack the resisting power 
upon which we all depend to prevent 
the invasion of the tubercle bacillus. 
This fact has led to more or less dis- 
cussion of the question of prohibitimg 
consumptives and those predisposed to 
the disease from marrying. The exist- 


ence of the disease in either father or 
mother does not affect reproduction. 
The ability to propagate often con- 
tmues in the last stages. It is very 
apparent that the disease would dimin- 
ish in frequency to a very marked de- 
gree if such a restriction could be 
matntained, The quarantine idea is 
impracticable for a disease so preva- 
lent, which often covers a period of: 
years, sometimes a whole hfetime, with 
Jong periods of remission. 

Of the two methods the prohibition © 


of marriage appears the more promis- 


ing and practicable. There is no ap- 
parent prospect, however, that this 


measure ean be made available at pres- 


ent. The people of this country are so 
strongly opposed to the idea of restriet- 
ing individual liberty for anything 
short of crime that the necessity for 


such a radieal interference must be 


made very apparent and very urgent 
before it will be sanctioned by the final 
arbiter, Public Opinion. 

For the present, therefore, we must 
contmue to address ourselves to the 
work of instituting a more effective 
treatment. Whenever any one has 


evolved from his experience anything 


of real value, he should contribute it 
to the general fund in some way. Jump- 
ing at conclusions is to be depreeated, 
but if anything stands the test of re- 
peated experience in many cases let us 
have it. 

As the disease is subject to periods 
of remission, it 1s often difticult to de- 
cide whether improvement ean be at- 
tributed to our medication. Only after 
extended observation can we venture a 
decided opinion. The writer, during 
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the past year, has had several cases 10 
different stages under treatment, with 
such results as to apparently justify 
the conclusion that inhalation of for- 
maldehyde gas has the effect to per- 
ceptibly retard the progress ¢f tho dis- 


eas: and modify many of its unpleasant 


features, such as fevers, night-sweats, 


etc: Whether a case in any stage can 


be permanently arrested can only be 
determined by further trial. 

I hope others will furnish reports of 
their experience and that substantial 
progress will be made in the near 
future in a field where improvement is 
so much needed. 


Another View the

Frienpty Eprror: Please allow me 
room for a few words in regard to the 


resolution of a member of our State. 


Board of Health, which [ here quote: 


Resolved, That the State Board of Health 
consider the propriety of quarantining 
against human beings and domestic ani- 
mals with tuberculosis entering the State. 

Is it possible that the great State of 
California is about to go on record as 
the most selfish epot on earth? 

Our sense of humanity would be 
held at a fearful discount should we 
even serdously consider the above reso- 
lution. Then, should we conclude, 
with Quixotic ardor, to do the thing 
suggested, California would never 
again be the one bright spot and pride 
of the nation. 


Hence, I protest against even consid-— 


ering the question of quarantine. 

For once, at least, the great railway 
interest, for selfish reasons, will be on 
the side of humanity, and object to a 
hold-up at the State line of every in- 
coming train. 

Again, I object to a quarantine on 
scientific grounds. Tuberculosis is not 
a contagious disease and but little, if 
at all, infectious. The fact that this 


earth has a human being on it alive is 
proof of that assertion. A contagious, 


incurable disease would long since 


have swept the earth clear of human life. 


The late utterance of Dr. Gibbes, 


late professor of bacteriology of Ann 
Arbor, Mich., and now health officer in 
Detroit, should quiet the nerves of 
those who fear the spread of tubercu- 
losis. Listen to a few remarks from him: 

“The ides,” says he, ‘that we must 
dodye a Klebs-Loefler bacillus here to 
escape diphtheria; a bacillus tubercu- 
losis there to escape consumption, or a 
comma bacillus to evade cholera, etc., 


is a mere fad, nothing more or less.” 


Again he says: “A young woman 
gets wet feet; she takes cold, acquires 
bronchitis—capillary bronchitis. This 
terminates in pneumonia and runs into 
consumption, which finally causes her 
death. Where does the bacillus come 
in? You will not find a germ in her 
lung, either.” 

Again he says: “In Germany Dr. 
Koch’s theories are regarded as theo- 
ries; iv this country they are held to be 
facts. I taught along the lines of 


Koch, but presented results only for 
what they were worth.”

The unity of the universe is consti- 
tuted of invisible, imponderable, im- 
material force, which moves atoms. [ff 
a single atom should cease to be moved 
by force the universe would stop, The 
earth turns around the sun, the sun 
gravitates around a sidereal arch, 
which is itself capable of motion; the 
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ly active are these molecules while in millions, the thousands of millions of 
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suns which people the universe move 
more rapidly than dynamite bombs; 
these stars, which seem to us to be 
motionless, are suns thruwn into the 
eternal void at the speed of tan, twenty 


or thirty millions of kilometers per day, | 


all rushing toward an unknown goal— 
suns, planets, satellites, the earth and 
wandering comets. The fixed point, 
the centre of gravity sought often by 
analysis, flies as fast as it is pursued, 
and really exists nowhere. The atoms, 
of which bodies are composed, move 
relatively as fast as stars in the sky. 
Motion regulates all things, forms all 
things. 

The atom tself is not an inert mass; 
tt 7 the centre of force. That which 
essentially constitutes and organizes 
the human being is not his material 
substance; it is not the protoplasm, nor 
the cell, nor those marvellous and in- 


tricate combinations of C with H, O 


and N; it is animate, invisible, imma- 
terial Force; it 1s that which groups, 
diiects and keeps together the innum- 
erable particles which compose the ex- 
quisite harmony of the hving body. 

Matter and energy have never been 
seen separated from each other; the 
existence of one implies the existence 
of the other; they are perhaps sub- 
stantially identical. 

If the body should suddenly deeay 
after death, as it slowly disintegrates 
and continually renews itself durmg 
life, it would matter little. The soul 
remains. The organizing cerebral atom 
is the centre of this foree. It 1s also 
indestructible. 

What we see is deceilful; the real is 
the imvisible. 


- Do not forget that our brain is com- 


posed of molecules which do not touch 


each other and which are in constant 
vibration. 

A human being dies every second on 
the whole terrestrial globe; that means 
86,400 per day, about 31,000,000 per 


yeur, or more than three milliards per 


century. In ten centuries more than 


thirty miliiards of corpses have been 


committed to the earth and given back 
to general circulation under the form 


of various products—water, gas, ete. 


If we keep an aceount of the diminu- 
tion of humen population as we count 


up the historie ages, we find that for 


10,000 years at least two hundred mil- 
liards of human bodies have been 


formed from the earth and atmosphere 


by nourishment and have returned to 


it. Molecules of oxygen, hydrogen, car- — 


bonie oxide and nitrogen, which have 
constituted these bodies, have enriched 


the earth and been given back to at- 


mospherie circulation.

Urethral Sexual Hygiene.

HE diseases to which the male ure- 
thra is liable ¢omprnise such a large 


percentage of the practice of every 


general practitioner, that the import- 
ance of a knowledge of the laws of hy- 
giene, a8 applied to the urethra and 
sexual indulgence is manifest. 

That the urethra may be kept ma 
healthy condition; able to get wel! if 
diseased, and then to remain well, two 
rules must be observed. They com- 
prise the hygiene of the canal. 

First. The urine must be non-irritat- 
ing; i.e, normal or faimtly acid, free 


from crystals and of not too great 
density. In order to obtain this con- 


dition, the hygie:.e of the skin, stom-— 


ach, muscles and lungs must be attend- 
ed to. All aleoholic beverages, such as 
sweet fermented wines and malt 
liqnors, must be discontinued. New 
ale is particularly harmfal. Lemon 


juice, asparagus, ecndiments, salt in 
large quantities, pepper and mustard 
should all be avoided by the person 
who desires to keep his urethra in the 
best possible condition. 

Second, Sexual excitement must be 
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quieted. This is important, bat very 
hard to accomplish. Jn order to ob- 
tain perfect health in any part of the 
body the function of each part must be 


properly, satisfactorily and regularly 


performed, The truth of this law we 
find exemplified in cases of fistula. of 
the urethra, where the urine is passed 


per rectum. In this condition the an- 
terior urethra contracts and becomes 


hyperesthetic. 
The urethra is primarily a sexual 


canal, and were if not for erotic fancies. 


it would have only a urinary function, 


In the eunuch the hygiene of the ure- 


thra does not include the sexual prob- 
lem. 


if an individual be pure in 


word and deed, without an erotic fan- 
cy, the hygiene of his urethra would be 
simple; but absolute purity is not a 


common atiribute of man. Anyone will 


admit that,so we must deal with the 
ease of the average man as we know 
him to be. 

It is my firm belief that sexual needs 
must be attended to in order to oviain’ 
the most perfect mental and physical 
well-being. Marriage is the only pos- 
sible means. 

Fornication is irregular, unnatural, 
often excessive and harmful; therefore 
worse than nothing, if looked at from 


-aworldly point of view. Masturbation 


is degrading to the masturbator, and 
results inevitably in a perverted moral- 
ity, if not a weakened mental power. 
Nature's safeiy-valve, involuntary ejac- 
ulations during sleep, is insufficient. 
Marriage alone is the only means of 


obtaining and preserving a healthy ure- 


thra, for it allows healthy, natural, un- 


stimulated relations, and ac- 
complishes the most important requis- 
ite of urethral hygiene; ¢. ¢. sexual 
quietude. Marriage will cure morbid, 
conditions of the urethra, especially 
those found in nervous patients. — 

In ali inflammations of the urethra 


| intercourse should be absolutely inter- 


dicted. Excessive intercourse is 
at any time, especially when the ure- 
thra is at all inflamed. Undue stimu- 
lation without relief is a potent cause 
of hypochondria, melancholia and even 


dementia, The results are worse than 


masturbation. The patient cannot es- 


cape, by fornication, the evil conse- 
quences to which stimulated, but un- 


gratified, desires expose him, 

Marriage with a pure woman is the 
proper cure. When the patient cannot. 
marry, or is so unfortunate as to be 
unhappily mated, only one course can 
be advised; 2. ¢., absolute continence, 
an effort at pure though: and an avoid- 
ance of all possible stimulation of ero- 
tic fancies, whether through eye, ear or 
mind, actual or implied, direct or re- 
mote. Could such a patient imitate 
the life of St. Augustine he could be 
sure of the perfect hygiene of his ure- 
thra and save himself much distress. 
But would life be worth the living un- 
der such restrictions? 

I doubt very much if the time is yet 
come, or ever will come on this earth, 
when men will so liye. The animal is 
still too powerful, and men will con- 
tinue to be as they have been in spite 


of what you or I may try to teach them 


by precept.

A Boy's Heroism. 


T= following article is copied from 
the Salinas Index of October Ist: 

On Thursday last, just after dinner, 

Thomas Frese, the sen of Frank Frese, 

the well known stock man of the Cach- 


agua country, near Jd amesburg, told his 
parents that he had found a bee tree, 


which he was going to cut down. He 
took an ax and, accompanied by his 
cousin, a youth of his own age, started 
- for the tree, which was about two miles 
from his home, 

He climbed into the tree, and in a 
limb some fourteen feet from the 
ground found the hive full of honey. 
From this limb, which was very large, 
grew another, and from the latter still 


another, both being over six inches in 
diameter, Near them was the stump 


of an old limb. Thomas had cut the 
second limb partially threugh, and was 


soon at work on the one upon which he 


stood. 


As soon as he thought it cut enough 


he threw his axe to the ground and 
called to his cousin to throw him the 
end of a rope, which he fastened around 
the limb on which he stood. Caution- 
ing his cousin to pull when he gave the 
word, he rested his ieft arm upon the 
old stump and preparedto jump. His 
cousin tightened the rope steadily, and 
young Frese was about to give the 
word toe pull when the limb above his 
head suddenly cracked off and fell, 
striking him across the arm about four 
inches below the shoulder.

Local Treatment in Cystitis of Women, 
Read before the Bar Harbor Hospital Club. 


-JNFLAMMATION of the bladder is 

more frequent among women than 
among men, because in women many 
more causes operate te bring about the 
disease. Among the causes not com- 
mon to men may be mentioned the 
short urethral canal, allowing a more 
ready extension of inflammation; the 
position of the uterus and its adnexee 
immediately behind the posterior wall 
of the bladder, the various inflamma- 
tory diseases occurring in these organs 
and the tumors arising therefrom; the 
adhesions which frequently remain af- 
ter attacks of local pelvic peritonitis, 
limiting the free dilatation and contrac- 
tion of the bladder walls. Other causes 
are the various lacerations occurring in 
consequence of labor. These vaginal 


and perineal lacerations allowing pro-— 


cidentio and prolapse of the vaginal 
walls favor a dislocation of the bladder, 
which causes the base of this organ to 
occupy a lower plane than the internal 
orifice of the urethra, As a result the 


bladder never empties itself entirely, 
so that there always remains a small 
quantity of so-called residual urine, 
which, quickly undergoing decomposi- 
¢ion and containing much sediment 
and debris, lights up a cystitis. 


A prolonged and tedious labor fre- 


quently results in cystitis by reason of 


long pressure of the child’s head upon 
the bladder, paralyzing its walls or 


causing a low-grade pressure necrosis, 


involving the three walls of the bladder, 
and causing a slough, which produces 
@ vesico-vaginal fistula. Happily this 
unfortunate accident is uncommon in 


these days of improved obstetrical 


practice. Another frequent cause of 
cystitis is pressure of the child’s head 
upon the full bladder during the third 
stage of labor. This is a cause which 
is rarely referred to by writers, and yet 
it accounts for many cases of paralysis 
of the bladder after labor; cases requir- 
ing prolonged catheterizatiou before 
the muscular walls of the bladder re- 
gain their tone, Nine-tenths of these 
cases result in cystitis, owing to infec- 
tion from imperfect technique and 
carelessness in catheterization. In this 
connection it is well to emphasize the 
importance of seeing that the bladder 
is emptied before the third stage of 
labor begins. If the patient cannot 
accomplish this herself, she should be 
carefully catheterized. Other common 
causes of cystitis are gonorrhea, latent 
gonorrhea, tuberculosis, exposure to 
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cold, injury from coitus, retention of 


urine and stone in the bladder. 

As to the pathology, it suffices for 
the purpose of this article to say that 
it is the same as that of inflammation 
of the mucous membrane in other parts 
of the body. We have the acute, the 
subacute and chronic forms of inflam- 
mation, and the process may be either 
local or diffuse. The inflammation may 
extend beyond the epithelium and the 
submucosa, and involve the muscular 
walls and even the peritoneum. It may 
even extend beyond and involve the 
connective tissue near, 

The treatment of these various con- 
ditions 1s quite simple and satisfactory 


if properly understood. The advice 


usually laid down in the books is mis- 


leading and not sufficiently positive. I 


wish to smphasize very positively the 


Opinion that some form of local treat- 


ment is indicated m almost all cases 
of cystitis oecurring in women. Of 
course, the old maxim to avoid loéal 
treatment in the first stages of an acute 
cystitis is to be considered, but even in 
these cases I hold that if the symptoms 
do not yield to the usual constitutional 
measures in a very few days one should 
not hesitate to begin local treatment. 


Much benefit and great relief will re- 
sult generally from a careful lavage of 


the bladder with any one of the mild 
cleansing solutions. The washing 
should be done under strict antiseptic 
precautions, care being taken not to 
overdistend the bladder. A very sim- 
ple apparatus for the purpose can be 
devised. A pint jar with an opening 
at the bottom having a rubber tube at- 
tached and a two-way catheter at the 


end of the tube, is filled with the Je- 
sired solution. This may be a deei- 
nor ral salt solution, or a solution of 
boraeic acid one ounce to O1. of water, 


or m cases of gonorrheal cystitis a so- 


Tatron of nitrate of silver one-half to 
one or two grains to the ounce. After 


the urine has been carefully drawn a 
small amount of the solution, one to _ 


four ounces, is allowed to flow into the 
bladder. This is drawn off, or allowed 
to flow off, and the process is repeated 
until the water comes away elear. In 
this manner an enormous amount of 
debris, shreds of mueus and exfoliated 
epithelium can be washed out of the 
bladder. This proeeeding, depending 
upon the severity of the case, can be 
carried out from one to three times a 
day. The patient should be confined 
absolutely to bed; the diet should be 
of the blandest kind (if possible a milk 
diet should be maisted upon) and large 
quantities of diluent drinks should be 


preseribed. Other measures, depend- 


ing on the ease, may be necessary, but 
as arule tho above treatment will be 
found efficient in most cases of acute 
cystitis. 

The majority of cases of eyatitis in 
women are of the subacute or chronie 
varieties. Depending as they always do 
upon such a variety of causes, these 
eases require many forms of local 


treatment. By local treatment in this 


connection I do not mean direet apph- 
eation to the bladder walls, but treat- 
ment directed towards correcting the 
cause which has produced the eystitis 
Uterine deviations and misplacements 
must be corrected, diseases of the ova- 
ries and tubes and pelvic adhesions.

must. be overcome, lacerations must be 
| repaired, calculi removed, ete. 


In addition to lavage of the bladder, 
we have another method of local treat- 


ment. This is the treatment by direct 


avpheations to. the bladder walls 
through the endoscope. Itis specially 


valuable in those eases where the dis- 


exse is Incalized in one or more spots or 


areas in the bladder. The patient be- 
ing placed in the knee-chest or in an 


elevated dorsal position, the endoscope 


is introduced, and the bladder, having 


previously been emptied, fills at once 
with air. Its entire surface can then 


be carefully inspected through the en- 


doscope by means of the headlight. 


Spots of local inflammation can thus be 
treated by applications of much strong- — 


er solutions than can be used as a 
wash. Often one or two apphcations 


are sufficient for the cure of cases that 
have long resisted all other forms of 


treatment. The most satisfactory so- 


lutions for most cases, especially of 


gonorrhea, tuberculosis and so-called 


solitary ulcer of the bladder, are the 


solutions of nitrate of silver from five 
to twenty grains to the ounce. Ocea- 
sionally much stronger solutions may 
be used, if applied with skill and the 
greatest care. 

As a last resort in those cases of cys- 
titis which do not yield to the measures 


indicated above, we are justified in es- 


tablishing a vesico-vaginal fistula, to 
furnish an opeving for the continuous 
flow of urine, and to the bladder 
at rest. 

The patient is allowed to be about, 


wearing a large pad of some absorbent 


material to take up the urine. The pad 
should be constantly changed and the 


parts kept serepulously clean. Thisis— 


best accompanied by frequent washing 
and the use of thick zine omtment. At 
the end of a few months the mucous 


membrane is restored toa healthy con- 


dition, and the fistula may be closed. — 
Journal of Medicine and Science, Maine. 


Anesthetics in Parturition. 
W. A. HARVEY, M. D., SAN FRANCISCO, CAL.,

| NESTHETICS in obstetrics was 
* formerly applied in a surgical 
sense only. Lately, however, anesthet- 
ics are made use of, more or less popu- 


larly, for the purpose of ameliorating 


the suffering incident to the second 
stage of natural labor, the same bemg 
at all times contra-indicated in the 


third stage. 


In this brief article, however, 1+ is 
unnecessary for me to discuss the use 
of anesthetics in a surgical sense, for 


the subject is dwelt with in detail in 
all recent works upon obstetrics. The 
rules governing their use, in general, 
applies here, with the additional privi- 
lege that heart troubles of various 


forms do not as a rule contra-indieste 


their judicious application to the same 
extent that 1t would in general surgery. 

It has become quite a fad with some 
physicians in this city to begin the use 
of anesthetics as soon as real, earnest 
labor has set in, and continue it during 
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the contractions to the conclusion of 


the second stage, which conclusion, 


according to my experience, is usually 
very materially delayed; and another 
disagreeable feature of this general and 
indiscriminate practice is that it causes 
the patient to lose toa great extent 
that hopeful self-reliance and fortitude 
so much to be desired in women at 
such a time, and at a subsequent con- 
finement, instead of exerting her ener- 
gy in the right direction, is inclined to 
exhaust that energy in begging and 


pleading for anesthetics, when she is 


going through what would be a short, 
éasy labor. | 

The object of this paper, however, is 
to call attention to the use of anesthet- 
ics in the first stage of labor. In my 


practice it has been my lot to encoun- 
fer quite a number of cases in which a 


rigid os and a nervous, hysterical dis- 
position combined to increase the suf- 
fering and materially, if not indefinite- 
ly, prolong the labor if relief had not 
been afforded. It is not natural that 


pains, the result of uterine conirac- 


tions, should be of a sore or neuralgic 
character, but such is likely to prevail 
in the class of cases just cited. It is 
in such cases that I administer chloro- 
form, carried to the point of producing 
sound sleep for from ten to twenty 
minntes, then withdrawing it entirely. 
Generally from awakening from the 
ten to twenty minutes’ scund sleep, the 
patient is calm and strong, aud the first 
few contractions will dilate the cervix 
and carry the head down so far as to 
give the patient confidence that she is 
making good headway. The position 
of the child and the effect of the re- 
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tained anesthetic iu the system are suf- 
ficient to remove the cutting, irritating 
character of the pains, the vagina and 
perineum relax very readily when 
called upon, and labor is usually com> 
pleted within an hour to an hour and 
a half comparatively painless. 

To illustrate the application of the 
above, [ will give a brief description of 
a case that I recently attended in Oak- 


land: 


Mrs. H., aged 30 years, primipara} 
previous health good, the same con- 
tinuing through gestation. weeks 


prior to the expected time of confine- 
ment she was taken with severe regu 
lar pains, which lasted for six hours, 


after which they entirely disappeared, 
to return five days later. Being called 


at this time, upon my arrival five hours 


after the pains began, I found no dila- 
tation of the cervix whatever and no 


apparent signs of labor aside from the 


excruciating pain accompanying each 
uterine contraction, and the patient in 
a condition of nervous exhaustion. 

[administered a single dose of mor- 


phia sulph. gr. 3, followed by a pre- 


scription contaiming viburnum and ma- 
crotys given every 3 hours, after which 
the patient became quiet and comfort- 
able, and I was not called again until 
one week hence, at which time I found 
a very similar state of affairs, except 
that the cervix had dilated to about 
the size of a silver dollar and the mem- 
brane had ruptured, permitting the 
escape of a small amount of the amni- 


otic fluid. 


I waited one hour, during which the 
contractions continued at regular in- 
tervals of five to six minutes, and upon 
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examination no apparent progress had 
been made, I immediately adminis- 
tered chloroform, carrying it to the 
stage of complete anesthesia, and held 
the patient in that state for twenty 
minutes, when I withdrew the chloro- 


form; and the contractions aroused the 


patient, and upon examination the oc- 
ciput was found to be engaged be- 
neath the pubic arch, and Jabor was 
concluded within a half hour, leaving 
the patient in a good condition. 


Does a Person Have Typhoid Fever 
More Than Once?

Jean only recollect one case in my 
own practice, and the second attack 
was a mild form of the disease. At 
that time I submitted the same ques- 
tion to an old friend of mine, who had 
an extensive practice ranging over 
many years, and he informed me that 
out of many hundred cases treated only 
two had the disease a second time, 

Of the contagious diseases, such as 
measles and variola, we occasionally 
hear of a second attack, but the excep- 
tions to the rule are so few that we 
consider the patient immune after once 
passing through a well-developed case; 


so I consider a person who has had ty- 
phoid fever to be, if not immune, capa- 
ble of resisting the disease more than 
one who has never had it. 


A New Portable Electric Outfit. 


Electricity as a therapeutic agent, 
while quite popular with a few special- 
ists and wealthy practitioners, is em- 


ployed by the majority of general prac- 


titioners with no scientific precision be- 
cause of lack of suitable apparatus. 
The results are poor, for to obtain good 
resnits good apparatosis necessary. It 
is for this reason that electricity is de- 


ened as a valueless agent, while 


in reahty it 1s a very valuable means of 
curing a large number of muscular and 
pervous affections. The idea prevails 
among many practitioners that elec- 
tricity can be administered scientifically 
only by means of large, stationary and 


expensive ‘‘machmes.” The price and 


impossibility of moving the batteries 
from the office to the bedside of the 
patient have proven objectionable feat- 
ures, preventing the general mtroduc- 
tion and practice of electro-therapeu- 
tics. It1s perhaps of interest to know 
that the most renowned specialists of 
Europe, for example Dr. Erb, who has 
become famous through his lectures 
and writings on electrotherapy, use, im 
ther private practice, small portable 
batteries. Of course the term “small 
portable” is not to be confounded with 
the so-called family batteries for self- 
treatment, which as a rule are not 
worth the material used onthem. The 
erroneous idea that jJarge liquid cells 
yield more electro-motive force and am- 
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perage than smal! dry cells has preju- 
diced the profession against anything 
but stationary cells. We know to-day 
that the size of the cell has nothing to 
do with its electro-motive force and 


that a small dry cell about as large as 


a vaginal speculum will do more for a 


longer period of time than, for exam- 


ple, a Laclede sal ammoniac cell. The 
coat of renewing a dry cell is not larger 
than the refilling and keeping in ~~ 
order of large acid cells. 

Knowing these facts, and to over- 


come the objections mentioned, with 
the co-operation of the manager of the 


Electro-Medical Manufacturing Com- 
pany, I have devised a combination 
battery which, while cheap, admits of 
the scientific administration of galvan- 
ism, faradism, the practice of electro- 
lysis, and the illumination of small 
lamps for diagnostic purposes, The 
following illustration gives a fair idea

How Is This for an Opinion? 


The Attorney General of Indiana has 
just rendered an opinion as to the 
right of osteopaths, faith curists, men- 
tal healers and others to practice medi- 
cine in the State. He states it isa 
violation of the law for an unlicensed 
person, assuming the title of doctor, to 
prescribe or pursue any practice for the 
cure or relief of diseases, injury or de- 
formity, especially where any fee is 
charged for such services. If they ab- 
stain from claiming to be doctors and 


from advising treatment, but adminis- 
ter massage under another name, 
whether recommended by a physician 
or voluntarily sought by an afflicted 
person, he is at liberty to charge a fee. 
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Conservation in Pelvic Surgery. 


The following rules may be laid down 
for guidance in the practice of conser- 
vative pelvic surgery: 

1, An ovary should not be removed 
simply because the tube of its side has 
been taken out, 

2. Wherever it is possible in cases of 
parovarian cyst, the ovary should be 
left. 

3. In cases of adherent ovary, every 


effort should be made to so relieve its 


adhesion as to not tear it out from its 


insertion into the broad ligament, with 


a view of leaving it intact. 


4. So-called Graafian cysts may be 


punctured with a knife or scissors, or 
by cautery. 

5, Hematomata may often be dis- 
sected out where they do not involve 
too much of the ovarian tissue. 

6. Frequently small ovarian cysto- 
mata and ovarian abscesses may be so 
manipulated as to preserve the func- 
tions of the ovary. 

7. Tubes may be preserved not in- 
frequently by proper care. Adherent 
tubes are released, strictured tubes are 


opened, and tubal abscesses may be 


frequently drained —T. B. Eastman, 
Indiana Medical Journal. 

Comment —There is a growing ten- 
dency on the part of abdominal gur- 
eeons tu preserve the integrity and re- 
store the diseased organs to a normal 
condition rather than extirpate them 
in entirety. How much more credit is 


due a surgeon that can preserve the 


gaman body rather than destroy it? 


Dust in the Etiology of Tuberculosis. 


1. Girdansky believes that the pro- 
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cess of sweeping serves as the most ef- 
fectual means of spreading tubercu- 
losis. The broom, far from serving 
any hygienic purpese, is the cause of 
the maintenance of organic dust in the 
atmosphere of the large cities of the 
world, and as such is the most import- 
ant cause of the existence and spread 
of tuberculosis, probably also of vari- 


ous other infectious diseases, and 


should therefore be abolished. The 


carpet is an unhygienic article, serving 


as a fine breeding ground for vegetable 
parasites, necessitating the use of the 
broom and duster, and thereby becom- 
ing a reason for the existence of or- 
ganic dust. The only proper and safe — 
way of procuring cleanliness of the 


floors and streets of our large cities is 


by the free use of water as a cleansing 


agent, in the shape of showers, sprink- 


ling wagons, hose, mops, etc. All 
floors and floor coverings of the home 
and street ought to be so constructed 
as to facilitate the free use of water in 
the shape of shower or mop as a means 
of procuring cleanliness. 


Operative Treatment of Hydatid Oysts. 


Posadas (Revue de Chir.) advocates, 
in cases of non-suppurrating hydatids, 
extirpation of the true cyst and its con- 
tents, and immediate closure, without 
drainage, of the wound in the outer or 
adventitious membrane. In a case of 
hydatid cyst of the liver, for instauce, 
the author would expose the true cyst 
by incision of the hepatic structures, 
and of the adventitia, and then, if the 
tumor be not a very large one, would 
remove it intact, and without withdraw- 
ing the contained fluid by puncture. In 
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a cyst larger than the egg of an ostrich | 


it would be necessary to withdraw a 


portion of the hydatid fluid. After re- 
moval of the hydatid cyst the walls of 


the pericystic pouch fall together, and 
the cavity previously occupied by the 
tumor is effaced in consequence of the 
pressure of the surrounding viscera. 


‘The incisions in the liver and the ad- 


ventitia having been closed by sutures, 
the external wound in the abdominal 
wall is now sutured without any at- 
tempt to drain the seat of vperation. 

In cases of suppurating hydatid it 
is necessary after removal of the tumor 
to establish drainage, and if adhesions 
have not already been established, to 
shut off the suppurating cavity in the 
liver from the rest of the abdomen. 
Puncture, aspiration and injection into 
the cyst of antiseptic or parasiticide 
solutions ought, it is held, to be re- 
garded as obsolete methods of treai- 
ment in cases of hydatids.—B. M. J,, 
Canadian Med. Monthly. 


Eczema. 


Resorcin in a 25 per cent solution in 
alcohol has been found by Dr. A. C. 
Frickenhaus to be alnost a specific in 
the treatment of eczemas, especially 
seborrheic eczema of the face. The 
aifected portions are briskly rubbed 
with a bit of absorbent cotton dipped 
in the 25 per cent solution, and a 10 


per cent solution is given to the pa- 


tient with which to treat himself every 
evening for a week. In addition the 
diseased areas are to be daily anointed 
with wool fat. After about eight days 
the treatment results in cure, thé 
plaques being shriveled up and de- 
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squamating, The method is equally 
satisfactory in the treatment of other 
epiphytotic conditions of the epider- 
mis; e. g., pityriasis versicolor—From 
Merck’s Archives.

Therapeutic Properties of Passiflora. 


Passiflora is a very certain hypnotic 
when much pain is not present. Asa 
hypnotic in fevers, when the brain is 
not inflamed, or when the system is 
in a state of nervous excitement, which 
we may regard as a state of depression 
of the nervous forces, it very often suc- 
ceeds in producing sleep when other 
hypnotics fail. The dose to accomplish 
this result must be of sufficient size, 
hardly less than a teaspoonful, and in 
pome cases it should be as much as two 


pick the bed clothes and was passing 


dose he went to sleep for two and a 


nearly exhausted. Administering the 


teaspoonfuls repeated in an hour, or 
in very urgent cases, in thirty or forty 
‘minutes. 

I gave it to a large, strong man 
suffering from sleeplessness, with a low, 
muttering delirium, was beginning to 


his hand forward to catch imaginary 
objects. His heart was very weak and 
respiration shallow and frequent, and 
there was much nervous prostration. 
I had failed with chloralamid and par- 
aldehyde. I then gave him teaspoon- 
ful doses of Daniel’a concentrated tinc- 
ture of passiflora and after the third 


half hours. I repeated the passiflora 
as soon as I saw he had not slept 
enough, and two more doses put him 
to sleep nearly four hours. Before the 
last dose I made him drink a tumbler 
nearly full of warmed sweet cow’s milk, 
to which I added a teaspoonful of 
strong chicken broth I had made a few - 
hours before. This sleep, I believe, — 
saved his life by resting his over-de- 
pressed nervous system and enabling 
him to recuperate his depressed ener- 
gies, which the poison of the fever had 


food at the time I did contributed not- 
ably in feeding the exhausted nervous 
tissues. I think this is an important 
addenda to our treatment in these 
cases. 
Passifiora succeeds in a large number 
of after-pain cases in stopping the dis- 
tressing and fatiguing after-pains that 
harass some women after parturition. 
In one case I stopped the pains by ad- 
ministering teaspoonful doses of the 
msdicament every hour, clearing out 
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the uterus of clots and giving the 
woman a tumbler of sweet milk, to 
which I added three tablespoonfuls of 
wheat flour pap, to prevent the milk 
curdling into dense, hard curds. This 
must be attended to when we give 
some people milk, otherwise the curd 
forms into a large lump and the milk 
disagrees. | 
_After-pains are not always prevented 
or stopped by passiflora, but it succeeds 
better than any single remedy in a 
large number of cases. Passiflora is a 


very yood remedy in convulsions, 


Often it will prevent them in children, 
and will control their severity and 


shorten the attack. I think children 
need 20 minims to half-dram doses, 


and if repeated frequently enough will 


stop them altogether. I know that 


passiflora has controlled puerperal con-. 


vulsions and restored the patient to 
consciousness and composure.—From 
an article on ‘“‘Passiflora Incarnata” by 
Dr. Jos.

A New Local Anesthetic. 


The latest addition to our somewhat 
limited list of local anesthetics is or- 
thoform., It is an organic compound, 


which, like all of its class, has an ex- 


tremely long name and a complex for- 
mula. Chemically speaking, it is para- 
amido meta oxy-benzoic-acid methy] 
ester, and a new orthoform having for- 
mula: 
acid methyl ester. The only difference 
between the two products is, the sec- 
ond being lighter in color, more finely 
pulverized, with a tendency not to

cake. This latter quality makes it more 


desirable for insufflation. | 
Both products are credited with pro- 
longed anesthetic properties, the time 


of action extending from two to twen-: 


ty-four hours, and according to some 


authors even longer. Orthoform is.

cold water, but readily dissolves in 
water above 120° F. I found it to be 


also soluble in glycerine, alcohol, cam- 


pho-phenol, and in campho-menthol to 


a moderate extent.

The hydrochlorate is said to be readily 
soluble in water. With this salt, how- 
ever, [ have as yet had no experience. 


Orthoform is effective only when the 
nerve endings are exposed. I first — 


used the drug in a ten per cent solu- 
tion (alcoholic) in a maxillary abscess 
to relieve pain caused by injecting per- 
oxide into the cavity. Upon injecting 


the peroxide the patient suffered se- 


verely, but by the use of a ten per cent 


solution of orthoform, and allowing 
gome ten or twelve minutes’ time for 


infiltration, the peroxide was injected 
without any pain whatever, and the 


anesthesia continued for six hours after | 


first injecting, and eight hours on the 
following day, when it was repeated. 

I employed it a short time afterward 
in acute suppuration of the middle ear, 
when injections of warm water caused 
the patient great pain. This was also 
quickly relieved, the part remaining 
anesthetized for some nine hours. I 
have employed it in the pure form to 
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an exposed dental nerve. I simply 
filled the cavity and plugged it with 
parafine to prevent its removal. The 
result was very gratifying to both my 
patient and myself. 

The last use I made of orthoform was 
on chancroids. In cauterizing with 
silver nitrate, I first applied a generous 
coat of the powder to the chanere; af- 
ter waiting ten minutes I. used the 


caustic with but very little pain attend- 
Ing the operation, the anesthesia con- 
tinuing six hours. I then gave the pa-_ 


fienf a ten per cent ointment, with 
petrolatum as a base, with directions 


_ toapply night and morning; and from 


his reports the applications were suffi- 
cient to relieve him entirely from pain 
attending the result of treatment and 


‘disease. 


Three great points are in favor of 
the new anesthetic: First, its non- 
toxic properties; second, its long con- 
tinued anesthesia; and third, its cheap- 
ness when compared with the other 


principal local aneathetics — cocaine

Uniformity of License, 


Detroit, Mich., Oct. 4, 1899. 
Ep. Catirornia Mervican JovurnaL— 
Dear Sir: The idea of uniformity of 
the requirements for the license to 
practice medicine throughout the 
United States is an old one. The ef- 


forts in this direction, however, seem. 


not to have been accompanied by the 
desired result. After all appearances 
the time has come for taking further 
steps in this direction. Itis evident 
that the medical profession regards the 
uniformity of requirements not only as 
desirable but as absolutely necessary, 
for several reasons. 
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The Wayne County (Michigan) Med- 
ical Society was so strongly impressed 
by the necessity of this measure that it 
appointed a committee of five to inves- 
tigate the question. 

Circulars which have been sent to 


the authorities in the different States 


and Terriiories met to a great extent 


with very satisfactory preliminary re- 


plies.
